The Department wishes to em- 
phasize the fact. that although. the 
public is free to hunt, fish, and camp 
on all state lands available for these 
purposes, there are certain rules and 
regulations governing. the: use. of 
these lands that must be observed. 
These regulations, in brief, are the 
following: 

Camping on State- lands is permit- 
ted up to fifteen days without writ- 
ten authority. 

It is unlawful to post sdeeeasine 
signs either on trees or signboards. 

The depositing and 
papers, tin cans, offal, refuse, and 
other rubbish after camping or other 
occupancy, and depositing of this in 


It is unlawful to mutilate or de- 
troy live trees or to carve; peel or 
otherwise deface bark. It is also 
forbidden ‘to -build fire without pro-

"Fel architects of today can boast 
of a list of ‘such notable buildings as 
those. designed by BUlfinch,” says the 
‘board fn its plea. It. was stated that 
Bulfinch’s record as a statesman dur- 
ing’ the .formatixe period ‘of. Boston 
should be sufficient to.elect the ar- 
chitect to: the “Hall of Fame as a 
statesman, if not as an architect, 

_ Bulfinch: was bern in. Bowdojn- 
square, Boston, August ~ 8, 1763. He 
died April 15, 1844, 

A graduate of Harvard, Bulfinch be- 
came interested in. designing work 
while attending to improvements on 
his father’s and friends’ houses, La- 
ter he was able to make an extensive 
tour of Europe, studying the types of 
architecture used in’ the old cities. 

While serving as a selectman in 
Boston, Bulfinch. inaugurated - street 
lighting, the system of coeducation, 
establishment of a board of health, 
and a financial committee that brought 
about order and system in the method 
of collecting taxes. ; 

In 1817, after completing his second 
term on’ the board of selectmen, Bul- 
finch was appointed architect of the 
United ‘States Capitol in Washington. 

Among the ~many buildings de- 
signed by the architect are the Con- 
necticut state house in Hartford in 
1792, the first theater {n Boston, five 
institutional buildings,: ten churches, 
‘three hospitals, seven schools and 
seven commercial ‘and bank buildings.
